Franckfort, November 8. Yeterday the Prince Royal 
received, by a Courier, his Lavperial Majefty’s Orders to 
joia the Army; and her Imperial Majeity will likewite 
fet out for Munich, in a very few Days. According to 
our laft Advices from Fribourg, the Breach being not 
only practicable, but large enough to admit 110 Men in 
Front, the French made a general Affiult in the Nighr, 
between the 2d and 3d; but the Rain had render’d the 
Ground fo loofe, that it was impoflible for them to efta- 
blifh them felves; and befides, there being three Retrench- 
ments to be carried before they could enter the Place, it 
was found abfo'utely neceflary to abandon the Breach the 
Night following, afier the Lofs of above 1000 Men, 
who were kil’d in making themfelves Maftets of tr. 
The King fet.out the Day betore for Paris; and it is now 
believed, that the Siege muft neceffarily be turned into 
a Bockade. This Moment his Royal Highne(s is fet out 
for Munich ; the Bridge over the Main is perfected, and 
the French Troops are expe€ted in our Ne:ghbdourhood 
in lefs than a Week. 

Dufelderp, November 10. The Emperor is actually 
march’d with bis Army diretly to Braansu, where the 
Auftrians have aflembied theirs. His Pruflian Majefty is 
retired under the Cannon of Prague; whvre, im all Pro- 
bability, he will wait till fuch Time as the Progreis of 
the Imperial Forces, in Auftria, fhall deliver him from 
the perplex’d Condition he is in at prefent.
